Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is in response to Amendment filed on 6/1/04. 
Claims 1-4, 7, 10, and 17 are amended.

Reason for allowance 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for 

allowance: None of the prior art teaches or suggests the claimed limitations having a 
method of manufacturing an integrated circuit comprising the steps of providing a substrate 
including a layer of germanium and a gate structure above the substrate or an IC structure, 
pre-cleaning the IC structure using HF then pre-cleaning the IC structure with an argon and 
hydrogen plasma to remove native oxide in the IC structure.
